When we are children, our siblings - that is, our brothers and 
Sisters - are our first friends and first enemies. At the end of lifo, 
they are often our oldest friends and oldest enemies. The effect of 
sibling relationships in childhood can last a lifetime. Many 
experts say that the relationship among brothers and sisters 
explains a great deal about family life, especially today when 
brothers and sisters often spend more time with one another 
than with their parents. 


Studies have shown that sibling relationships between sister- 
sister pairs and brother-brother pairs are different Sister palrs 
are the closest.

For example, studies have shown that both 
brothers and sisters become more competitive and aggressive 
when their parents treat them even a little bit differently from 
one another. But parental treatinent is not the only factor. 
Genetics, gender, life events, people, and experiences outside the 
family all shape the lives of siblings. Recently, one researcher 
đemonstrated another factor in sibling relationships. Ït was 
discovered that children dislike watching their siblings fñght. In 
fact, they respond to arguments by taking sides - 
supporting one sibling and punishing the other.

VSO 


VSO is a registered charity dedicated to assisting in develobing 
countries. More specifically, it is a recruitment agency which 
ñnds, seleets and places volunteers in response to overSeas 
requestfs. 


This work makes it distinctive among other charities and 
organ1zatlons In the UK. It sends people, not money, so that its 
services are, in effect, entirely complementary to the efforts 
being made by agencies like Oxfam, Christian Aid and Save the 
Children Fund with whom it often works directly. 


VSO tries to respond to requests from overseas which ask for 
volunteers. Its bias is ñrmly towards the poorest members of 
the community and it takes great care to avoid undermining 
Job opportunities for local people.

This is because women's roles in 
chỉld-rearing, in education and community cohesion are 
essential in any healthy process of change.

There are now over 1,900 yolunteers 
working in ð9 of the less developed countries In Africa, Asia, 
the Paciũc and the Caribbean. 


The application of each volunteer 1s carefully considered In 
order to select and interview candidates against .each job 
request from the fñield, to seek the person with the right blend 
of skills and personality.

Denali rises 20,320 feet above sea level. It is the highest peak 
In North America and the center of Denali Natlonal Park. One 
of Americas greatest røilderness areas, the park has had 
limited access to visitors, but in spite of this, tourism rose from 
under 6,000 visitors in 1950 to over 546,000 visitors in 1990.

East Somalias prolonged shortage of rain, which has already 
caused food supplies to fail and brought unemployment in 
farming areas, could also affect the production of electricity. and 
thus reduce the output from the nations mines.

The 
warm climate for outdoor activities, the need for preparedness 
in war, and their lifestyle caused the Greeks to create

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partJeipate at first, but later the Games were open to all free 
Greek males who had no criminal record.

Michael James Owen, born in Chester on 14 December, 1979, 1s one of 
the most promising players in England and now has a regular frst 
team place. He was voted Young Player oƒ the Year in 1998 and he 
was the youngest player to play for England this century, when he 
played against Chile at the age of 18. He was the joint leading scorer 
1n the Premiership season 1997/98 with 18 goals. He is sure to be a 
fnvorite with fans for years to come. 


Michael believes that if you want to be a top player you should 
want responsibility. “You should want to take the free-kicks, the 
corners, the throw-ins, everything,” he says. Although Michael 1s 
small, he ¡s not afaid to tackle big players: “When I see a big 
defender I think, great, he cant turn.” He reckons the best 
moment on the pitch is when a player sends the ball into the back 
of the net. *When I score, I dont feel the need to go crazy, but I do 
foe]l good inside†” * 


His father, Terry Owen, was a professional player as well and the 
football training he provided for Michael helped to make his son a 
superstar! Mrs. Owen is very proud of her son. According to her, 
Michael has no night life: “He wont go out drinking and he 
doesn't seek the limelight - he tries his best to escape from the 
media,” she says. 


Michael was in the primary school team in his village, Hawarden. 
“Ive loved playing football since Ï was six or seven. By the time I 
was eight, I was playing really well for the school team and got 
picked for the district, even though Ï was three years younger 
than some of the other lads.” 


As for influences on his life, Michael wasnt the type to put 
football posters up in his bedroom. “T just wanted to go out and 
play the game,” he says. “But Gary Lineker became my boyhood 
hero when I saw him play in the 1990 World Cup. Ï was ten at the 
tỉme and dreamed of following in his footsteps.” 
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Michael's family are the most important people in his life. “Most of 
the family still live near home and me and my younger sister Lesley 
are staying with Mum and Dad. m having a house built nearby, so 
l can get out of their way, though,” he adds. With his family around 
Michael is conñdent that all the good things people are saying about 
him will not go to his head: “Ïts nice to hear all the comments but 
Tm pretty relaxed,” he says.

Its power was due to the fact that Artemis was 
a goddess worshipped all over Asia. In Rome she was called 
Diana. The first temples on that site go back to the eighth 
century BC and the many visitors to the temple were 
important for trade. 
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Aecording to tradition, the___— — stood - legs apart - 
over the harbor at Rhodes and the ships passed In and out 
between ¡its legs. The Colossus attracted ships to Rhodes 
because, like the Pharos at Alexandria, it was a giant 
advertisement for the city. It could be seen from miles away. 
The statue was built between 294 and 282 BC, to celebrate the 
defeat of the Macedonians, who had failed to conquer the city. 
When the statue was pulled down ¡in 654 AD, 900 camels were 
used to take away the pieces. 


The has left no remains. We know what 1t looked 
like because it was shown on coins and travelers said that it 
was made of gold and ivory. Ít was built to celebrate the 
Olympic Games, and stood for 1000 years before it was 
destroyed im a fñre in the ñfth century AD. The sculptor was the 
famous Pheidias who made some of the finest statues on the 
Parthenon. 


The was named after the man it was built for: 
Mausolus, the ruler of Caria. Aneient writers say that Mausolus" 
wife had the tomb built after his death in 353 BC. During his 
lifetime, Mausolus fñilled his capital city, Halicarnassus, with 
Impressive bulldings. His tomb made a great impression on 
anyone who saw it. By Roman times, 400 years later, the word 
mausoleum was used to describe any large tomb.
